Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. f 

Group I, claims 1-10 and 12, drawn to a method of producing a hybrid DNA molecule 
having a sense strand and an anti-sense strand. 

Group II, claim 1 1, drawn to a set of primers. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because the technical feature linking Groups I and II is not special For example, the first or the 
second primer listed in eight primers of claim 1 1 is not a contribution over the prior art (see 
NCBI Genbank, accession number: X78979, available to public on May 17, 1994) wherein a set 
of primer recited in claim 1 1 is read as a primer having one of the sequences listing in claim 1 1 
and nahA gene with the accession number of X78979 has the first or the second primer listed in 
eight primers of claim 11. 

3 . Sequence Election Requirement Applicable to Group II 
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Group II (claim 1 1) has eight nucleotide sequences. According to MPEP 803.04, each 
sequence is patentably distinct if the sequences are structurally unrelated sequences. Therefore, 
further restriction is applied to Group II and applicant must further elect one or more 
polynucleotides. If applicant elects more than one polynucleotides recited in claim 1 1, applicant 
must explain why elected polynucleotides are not patentably distinct. Applicant is advised that 
examination will be restricted to only elected SEQ ID NO. and should not to be construed as a 
species election.
